Reagan's ten-part “draft b 记 of 


imnmigration pPIOposals was recent- 
ly introduced to the House 
and Senate. Although containing 
substantial amendments of and 
additions to _ existing PioVisions 
of current immigration laws，the 
proposed Omnibus JImmigration 
Control Act bil does not start 
from scratch to set Up a com- 
pletely new immigration code， 
and basically continueshis plans 
announced last July (E/wW 8- 
5-81).

Huang Hua Comes to 
Washington Meeting 


Chinas Foreign Minister Huang Hua，who also 
holds the title of Vice Premier, came to Washington 
last week for a two-day meeting with President 
Reagan，Secretary of State .Haig，and Secretary of 
Defense Weinberger. According to David Cergen， the 
White House spokesman, Reagan and Huang“agreed 
that we share a common view on most key inter- 
national issues and that the maintenance of global 
peace and stability.” 

If the two sides indeed were sharing their views on 
global issues, there was no need for the President to 
inyvite Huang to come to Washington imrnediately 


after the closing of the Summit Meeting in Cancun. 
Reagan and Haig met with Huang and Premier Zhao- 


Ziyang in the Mexican iesort town, and had ample 
chance to _ exchange views. We bejlieve that .during 
their meeting in Cancun，Reagan heard China's 
position on the Taiwan Relations Act and Zhao's 
Protest over the United 'States intention to sell EX 
warplanes to Taiwan. It is possible that sensing the 
gravity of the Taiwan breblem，Reagan invited 
Huang to continue their talks in Washington. 

”President Reagan is known to favor Upgrading of 
United States ， relations with ”Taipei， without 
considering how this attitude would affect Washing- 
ton-Beijing relations. Although there is no proof that 
Huang's visit has cl anged the White House's China

MORALITY 

Long “top secret” US _ docu- 
ments which 工 hbave obtained 
under the Ereedom of Informa- 
tion Act reveal the details and call 
into question the basic morajlity of 
numerous highly placed American 
officials of the time... 

The story begins in 1931.shortly 
after the Manchurian Imncident 
when Japan occupied China's 
Northeast provinces and when a 
Japanese Army surgeon mamed 
Ishii Shiro persuaded his super- 
iors of the feasibility of biological 
warfare (BW) as an inexpensive 
weapon potentially capable of 
producing enormous casualties， 

Ishii，who finally rose to the 
rank of Lieutenant-Ceneral,even- 
tually built a large，self-contained 
installation ， with ”sophisticated 
germ and insect breeding facil- 
ities，a -prison for -the human 
experimentees, testing grounds, an 
arIsenal for making germ bombs， 
an airfield，its own special planes 
and a crematorium for the final 
disposal of its human victims.. . 

Official archives of the Peoples 
Republic of China give the 
number of cities subjected to 
Japanese BW attacks as 11，while 
the mumber of victims of arti- 
ficially qisseminated plague alone 
is placed. at approximately 700 
between 1940 and 1944...Two 
particular incidents weremoted by 
the press at the time， 

The _ Chinese，Nationalists 
claimedthat on Oct. 27, 1940, the 
Japanese dropped plague on Ning- 
bo，a_ city in east China mear

”plague，with all but one dying. 


The rats in the city did not have 
Plague， although :traditionally 
outbreaks of plague in the human 
Population always follow ”an 
epidemic in the rat Population . 
DEPRAVITY 

On the morning of Nov. 4， 
1941, a Japanese plane circled low 
over Changde，a_ city in Hunan 
Province， Instead of bombs，the 
plane dropped grains of wheat 
and rice，Ppieces of paper and 
cotton wadding, which fell mainly 
in two streets in the citys 下 ast 
Gate District , 

During the next three weeks，six 
people living ,on -the two streets 
died. Dr, Chen Wen-kwei，one of 
.China's_ leading physicians who 
hadqd previously served with the 
League of Nations in India as a 
plague expert, arrived at the head 
of a team in public health doctors 
just as the last victim died，He 
performed the autopsy， found 
symptoms of plague which were 
confirmed by culture and animal 
tests. Again, there was not plague 
outbreak in the rat population. 

When Soviet tanks crossed the 


midnight om August 8，1945， 
Japan was less than a week from 
unconditional surrender,， 了 How- 
ever，in those few days of grace， 
the Japanese destroyed their BW

eyes of Philippine authorities,”

Cavett a few weeks ago，director 
Sidney Lumet expressed an am- 
bivalence toward the central 
character in his new movie，Primce 
of the City， The film is based on 
the true story of a New York cop 
(played by Treat Williams) who 
goes undercover to nail orgamnized 
crime figures and corrupt police 
officers. 

Lumet saw many of his friends 
and fellow artists have their 
careers destroyed during the 1950s 
witch-hunting period，so he had 
mijxed feelings about making an 
informer the hero of his movie， 

Williamsplays a cop who makes 
it a condition of his becoming an 
undercover agent that none of his 
police partners`be targets of the 
investigation，VWhen the federal 
officers disregard the gentlemens 
agreement and go， after the 
officer's closest friends，his own 
freedom is on the line unless he 
turns against them .

Both consultants and clients 
agree that the biggest Toadblock 
for minority buisinesses is ob- 
taining financing.“Traditionally， 
minorities have had a harder time 
getting access to capital in this 
country than other segments of the 


.population” explained Muther. 


This difficulty in getting money 
_has recently been compounded by 
high interest rates that are beyond 


that : 
capability to the clients so they ， 


the means of most Small busi- 
nesses, Muther added. 

, But a high interest rate is not 
the only problem faced by minor- 
ity businesses in dealing with 
lending institutiomns， 

“There is some degree of preju- 
dice and discrimination among 
financial circles. The climate is” 
such that big business can take 
care of the jobs, so they don't neeq 
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small business，and particularly 
minority businesses，Lee said 
PATHETIC 

Another problem facing minor- 
ity businesses is competing with 
the manpower of most large com- 

_panies. Although a large company 
may be able to show, to a pros- 
pective _ client a .large roster of 
engineers who can do the job, the 
firm may be only able to comm 站 
to a project as many people as can 
the smaller Iminority company， 
Lee said， 

“The pathetic thing about it is 
when a big company gets the job， 
they'll go and hire outside people 
to do the job，just like I would 
have to,”Lee ez 三 lained， 

Despite big “businesss ad- 
vantages, Lee feels minority firms 
can make an impact on the 
market. “Big business can call 
upon all its resources from all over 
the country to do a job;-but i a

The SBA also aides minority 
businesses in obtaining “1oans， 
through its Minority 也 nterprise 
Small Business Invetment Corp， 
program,. The program is 
comprised of investors ” who 
Brovide capital for minority busi- 
Dess loans, and although the loans 
carry the going interest rates, they 
are more likely to be awarded to 
minority firms than those from 
other financial sources， Mike 
Cook, of the MBDA, said. 

But despite helping -minority 
businesses compete in the econ- 
omy,， the programs have come 
under fire by critics who say they 
are unfair and a burden on 
taxpayers.“There are many who 
look down on governrment assis- 
tance and minority business. 了 hey 
(the critics) are really hurting 
themselves and the community， 
Lee charged. 

One of the criticism of the 8-a 
brogram is the issuing of advance 
payments to some minority firms 
that would otherwise be unable to 
get sufficient financial backing to
